1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 1 1/20/08 has been entered. 

2. Claims 1-32 are allowed. 

Independent claims 1, 10, 16, 27, and 30 are directed towards a rate controller for a block 
based video encoder and further include ". . .a variable bit rate (VBR) video controller generating 
a first quantization step size for a current picture; a constant bit rate (CBR) video controller 
operating in tandem and independently from the VBR controller and generating a second 
quantization step size for the current picture; and a selector configured to receive independent 
calculations of said first quantization step size and said second quantization step size for the 
current picture from the VBR video controller and the CBR video controller and select a 
maximum permissible quantization step size from said first quantization step size and said, 
second quantization step size for use by a quantizer in quantizing transform data associated with 
the current picture. . ." which are features that are not anticipated nor obvious over the art of 
record. Dependent claims 2-9, 11-15, 17-26, 28-29, and 31-32 are allowed for the reasons 
concerning the independent claims.
